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The tough choices 
facing council as 
budget pressures 
bite in Bridgend 


HARD choices will 
have to be made by 
Bridgend county 
borough councillors 
as they struggle 
with the budget for 
the next financial 
year. 

A report to cabinet 
has revealed that the 
council faces huge 
spending pressures in 
the budget for looked- 
after children, where it 
is estimated an extra 
£1 million will be need¬ 
ed to pay for independ¬ 
ent foster placements for 
children. 

Meanwhile, increas¬ 
ing demand for adult 
social care as a result of 
the ageing population 


will add a further 
£540,000 to that bill. 

The demand for these 
services is expected to 
rise by two per cent 
year-on-year for the 
next five years. 

The council also faces 
having to find an extra 
£320,000 to pay the fees 
for residential and nurs¬ 
ing homes. 

In total, the council 
has to find a further 
£3.6million next year 
over and above what it 
needs now to provide 
services. 

The cabinet also 
received a report show¬ 
ing ways of cutting 
spending next year.

Traders meet on 
regeneration of 
Maesteg market 

A MEETING has taken place with mar¬ 
ket traders to discuss the regeneration of 
Maesteg’s outdoor market. 

This work is due to be carried out as Phase 4 
of the Maesteg regeneration scheme, and con¬ 
sultants Powell Dobson have been appointed to 
prepare a design for both the market and the 
adjoining bus station. 

Traders who attended were invited to put for¬ 
ward their views about what should be done to 
regenerate the market, which underwent a disas¬ 
trous revamp in the early 1990s under the 
Valleys Initiative. 

Consultants will now go away and draw up 
some tentative proposals which will be further 
discussed with traders before plans are prepared 
to go out for public consultation. 

Issues about land ownership were raised at the 
meeting, as some of the shops along the edge of 
the outside market are privately-owned and do 
not come under the control of the council, which 
owns the rest of the market.

£10 million bid revealed 


to upgrade town centre 


A FURTHER 
£10million may be 
spent on the regen¬ 
eration of Bridgend 
town centre. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has put in a bid 
for EU funding of 
£7million for a further 
phase of work, which 
will leave the council to 
plug the gap of almost 
£3million from other 
sources. 

This time, the work 
will be concentrated on 
parts of the town centre 
that have not been 
upgraded yet. 

Work is proposed for 
Cheapside where 
£2million will be spent. 
This area is much 
busier since ASDA 
opened nearby. 

A further £6.5million 
will be spent improving 
Court Road, the south¬ 
ern end of Nolton 
Street and the northern 
part of Merthyrmawr 
Road. 

There are also plans 
to spend money 
‘enhancing’ the river, 
which is due to cost 
another £1.4million. 
Earlier attempts at 
enhancement, which 
included the provision 
of the walkway, have 
met with a mixed reac¬ 
tion from residents. 

Work to be carried 
out in these areas 
includes creating ‘civic 
spaces’, installing hard 
and soft landscaping 
and new street furni¬ 


ture, and also further 
traffic management 
schemes to create more 
pedestrianisation in 
“gateway” locations like 
Court Road, Nolton 
Street and Merthyrmawr 
Road. 

If this entails restrict¬ 
ing traffic still further in 
town, there is likely to 
be a backlash from 
traders who claim that 
their businesses have 
been badly affected by 
the pedestrianisation 
that has already taken 
place, coupled with lack 


of car parking on the 
edges of the town. 

But the report to cab¬ 
inet, written by Louise 
Fradd, Corporate 
Director of 
Communities, claims 
that this work will 
“improve access and 
footfall into the town 
centre, and help stimu¬ 
late future private sector 
investment in retail 
development.” 

There are legal impli¬ 
cations as far as the 
river enhancements are 
concerned because of 


ownership and compen¬ 
sation issues between 
the old stone bridge and 
the Water Street bridge. 

Officers warn that 
there is also a potential 
for disputes with the 
Ogmore Angling 
Association, which 
claims the right to fish 
most of the river. 

The existence of fish¬ 
ing rights will have to 
be settled before any 
further development is 
commenced.

‘The Great War' 
book's record 
of sacrifice 


M rrb 

Donovan of 
Bridgend, 
whose article on 
Sidney Hayward 
was featured in The 
GEM on November 
26, could find more 
accurate informa¬ 
tion on the 
Hayward family in 
The Great War: 
memorials in 
Cowbridge and 
Llanblethian. 

Published in 
November 2008 by 
Cowbridge Record 
Society, this book is on 
sale at The Cowbridge 
Bookshop and at Davies 
newsagents. 

It was researched and 
written as a tribute to 44 
young men who gave 
their lives for King and 
Country, and who are 
commemorated on local 
memorials. 

When the memorial in 
Cowbridge was commis¬ 
sioned in 1920 the 
Hayward family no 
longer lived in the town 
and the names of 
Benjamin and Sidney 


were omitted. 

The war records of 
the brothers were 
researched by their 
nephew, Stanley 
Hayward and as a result 
of his efforts and, with 
the support of the 
Cowbridge branch of the 
Royal British Legion 
Lance-Corporal Sidney 
Hayward was added to 
the memorial in 2001 to 
be followed by his 
brother. Stoker Benjamin 
Hayward in 2008. 

Sidney was not the 
only Cowbridge man 
killed in action serving 
with the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers. 

Pte Wiilliam Archer, 
2nd RWF, died in the 
Second battle of the 
Somme in August 1918, 
and Sgt Arthur M Jones, 
25th RWF, died in the 
attack on the 
Hindenburg Line in 
September 1918.

INQUIRY DATE FTNAT.T.Y SET 

Frustration over 
long wait for a new 
school at Pen-y-Fai 


THE end may be in sight 
for the frustrated parents 
of Pen-y-fai Church in 
Wales Primary school, who 
have been fighting for a 
new school in the village 
for years. 

Although funding was made 
available some years ago, delays 
in acquiring the land by compul¬ 
sory purchase, and a mistake 
about which land was actually 
required, has meant that years 
have gone by with nothing hap¬ 
pening. 

Coun Meryl Wilkins submitted 
a written question to Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) asking about the new 
public inquiry which is to be held 
into the compulsory purchase 
order, and also asking if the 
money originally allocated by the 


Welsh Assembly was still held in 
the council’s coffers, or had it 
been spent in other areas owing 
to the delays. 

Coun Alana Davies, cabinet 
member for children, said the 
public inquiry had been delayed 
because the landowner - Michael 
Boland - was in hospital. 

The inspector was unwilling to 
proceed as he was an expert wit¬ 
ness and his participation was 
necessary. 

The council objected to the 
adjournment but was overruled. 
The inquiry is now scheduled to 
start on February 2 next year and 
will take two days. 

She went on: “Officers fully 
share the public’s and members’ 
sense of frustration and annoy¬ 
ance, but the administration of 
the public inquiry is not some¬ 
thing that the council is able to 
control.” 


She said that funding is in 
place to build the school, 
although the money allocated 
originally by the Welsh Assembly 
had to be spent within a specified 
time and was diverted to other 
projects by agreement. 

However, this meant that the 
council could use its own money 
to pay for the new school at 
Penyfai, and the same sum is 
available. 

She added: “Until the outcome 
of the public inquiry is known, it 
is difficult to predict when the 
new school will be ready. 

“However, everything possible 
is being done to ensure that the 
scheme can be progressed swiftly 
if, following the inquiry, the min¬ 
ister grants the necessary com¬ 
pulsory purchase orders.”

The three P’s that are needed to 
tackle violence against women 


V IOLENCE 
against 
women is 
still one of those 
taboo subjects, 
even though it is no 
longer hidden 
behind closed 
doors. 

When the first 
Women’s Aid shelters 
began to open their 
doors in the 1960s there 
was a generally held 
belief that ‘battered 
women’ had brought it 
on themselves’. 

The sexual tease, the 
harpy, the nagging wife, 
the highly strung, hys¬ 
terical women pushed 
men to the limits. 

It is now recognised 
that domestic violence 
is about power and con¬ 
trol over women, their 
lives and bodies, but 
still we have a huge 
problem. 

Women are moving 
out into the world as 
professionals, leaders 
and workers, but still 
they are at great risk of 
facing domestic vio¬ 
lence. The problem is 
still all too often hidden 
behind closed doors and 
domestic violence 
remains a reality of 
modern life in this 
country. 

Violence against 
women and girls ruins 


and abuse. Our 
prisons are full of 
people who have 
grown up in fami¬ 
lies dominated by 
the fear of 
domestic vio¬ 
lence. A report 
by Baroness 
Corsten revealed 
that 37 per cent 
of women prison¬ 
ers have attempted sui¬ 
cide some time in their 
life. One on four had 
been in care during 
their childhood, while 
more than half had 
experienced domestic 
violence. 

This picture of abuse 
and failure continues 
when imprisoned as one 
third of women lose 
their homes and often 
their possessions when 
in prison. 

They also often lose 
their children. Despite 
progress made over 
recent years, domestic

crisis services. 
Independent Domestic 
and Sexual Violence 
advisors and support for 
trafficked women. 

There will be new 


guidance for the NHS 
and local government 
on how best to commis¬ 
sion services for victims 
of violence. 

Protection will be 
also be strengthened. 
New measures will be 
put in place to help 
women in contact with 
the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem to improve their 
experience and steps to 
better manage offend¬ 
ers. 

New ‘Go’ orders will 
be introduced giving 
police and courts the 
power to exclude perpe¬ 
trators from victims’ 
homes for up to 28 days 
to give victims a breath¬ 
ing space to apply for 
longer term protection. 

Third parties like 
independent domestic 
violence advisors, or 
other third sector organ¬ 
isations, will be enabled 
to apply to court for 
injunctions on behalf of 
victims 

On November 25, the 
United Nations ’ 
Elimination of Violence 
Against Women Day 
and White Ribbon Day, 
MPs united in their sup¬ 
port to end violence 
against women. 

The White Ribbon 
Campaign is the largest 
international organisa¬ 
tion targeting men to 
work towards ending 
male violence against 
women.

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Campaigners celebrate 
scrapping of wind farm 
plan Scarweather Sands 


PORTHCAWL campaign¬ 
ers are celebrating their 
success after E-On 
announced it was scrap¬ 
ping plans for the 
Scarweather Sands off¬ 
shore wind farm. 

The proposal was opposed by 
‘SOS PorthcawT which was 
made up of a large number of 
local residents. The Lib-Dem and 
Conservative groups on 
Porthcawl Town Council were in 
opposition, and so were Bridgend 
County Borough Council. 

Porthcawl Environment Trust 
(PET) were also prominent in the 
fight to stop the windfarm being 
developed on the grounds that it 
would be visually intrusive and 
would also cause immense dam¬ 
age to the habitat of the Harbour 
Porpoise which lives off 
Porthcawl. 

PET took the fight to Europe 
and had asked the European 
Commission to enforce the 
European Habitats Directive, 
which the group believed would 
have outlawed the development. 

In a statement issued last week, 
E-On stated that the scheme was 
no longer economically viable. 

PET campaigner Caroline 
Vaughan said: “This is great 
news. 

“It shows that people can take 
on big conglomerates and win if 
they have the right arguments. We 
never gave up even after planning 
consent was granted by the 
Assembly. 

“I want to thank everyone in 
Porthcawl who joined us in this 
fight. I hope that this will spell 
the end of the plan because if it is 
unviable for one company, it is

likely to be unviable for all of 
them.” 

Coun Gerald Davies, who rep¬ 
resents Rest Bay, paid tribute to 
the work done by the ‘SOS 
Porthcawl’ group, he said; “I 
think that they ran an impressive 
campaign and worked incredibly 
hard. 

“They made sure people had 
access to information and let 
them make up their own minds. 
Don’t forget either that they made 
such an impressive case that the 
Assembly inspector agreed with 
them! 

“It only received the go-ahead 
when a committee of four AMs 
passed it.” 

On the other side of an argu¬ 
ment that was frequently heated 
was Margaret Minhinnick, the 
direct of Sustainable Wales (SW), 
the Porthcawl-based environmen¬ 
tal charity.. 

She told the GEM: “I don’t 
think the company ever really 
tried to engage with the commu¬ 
nity, and it certainly didn’t keep 
anyone informed. 

“Had it been offering some 
community benefit to Porthcawl, 
then I think that it might have 
been viewed differently.” 

She insisted that SW was keen 
that other companies in the 
renewable energy field should 
come forward, adding; “I think it 
is important that each and every 
community makes a significant 
contribution to tackling climate 
change. 

“We can’t just sit back and say 
that somewhere else should do 
it!” 


Ironically, it is arguable that 
the Scarweather Sands plan was 
simply proposed too late. Barely 
six months after receiving 
Assembly planning approval, UK 
Government ministers were sud¬ 
denly talking about a new type of 
wind farm. 

Projects such as the London 
array, comprising hundreds of 
turbines, all far enough out to sea 
to no longer be visible, were sud¬ 
denly the flavour of the month. 

As these turbines would be on 
floating platforms, so they also 
avoided the expense of construct¬ 
ing foundations on sandbanks 
such as Scarweather. No founda¬ 
tions, apart from being cheaper, 
meant far less disruption to 
marine habitats. 

Last week, David Earrier, 
director of the project, said that 
since the lease was first awarded 
in 2003, their involvement in 
larger offshore wind projects 
throughout the UK and Europe 
had convinced them that the 
scheme is not commercially 
viable. 

The Tory AM Alun Cairns 
said: “This represents a victory 
for the people of Porthcawl, who 
were largely opposed to the wind- 
farm. 

“There were always doubts 
about its viability and I am 
delighted for the hard core of 
opponents who never gave up the 
fight even after planning consent 
was granted.” 

He added: “We must be vigi¬ 
lant in case someone tries to 
come forward with a larger 
scheme which would be even 
more intrusive and damaging,” 


Borough Council acts on 
schools music service 


THE Music Service run by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council is to come back 
under the control of educa¬ 
tion. 

That was one of the recom¬ 
mendations accepted by the cab¬ 
inet which received a report 
from the Health and Well Being 
scrutiny committee, that has 
been considering the review into 
the Music Service carried out by 
the council. 

This included consultations 
with pupils and schools on the 


future of the service. 

The committee considered 
that, as the service is delivered 
in schools and restricted to 
pupils, it would be more suit¬ 
able for it to come under the 
remit of the Children’s 
Directorate, which includes edu¬ 
cation, rather than with Health 
and Well Being, which runs all 
other cultural services. 

The committee has made a 
number of recommendations 
which have all been accepted by 
the cabinet. These includel: 


• Carrying out further analysis 
into the level of participation of 
children from low income 
homes. 

• Postponing any decision 
about the Music Service until 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government has carried out its 
review of extra curricular music 
education.

A TOTAL of 150 
houses in one of the 
most deprived areas 
in Wales have been 
renovated with 
money from the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government.

per property. 

The main focus of a 
housing renewal area is 
the external enveloping 
of the properties to 
upgrade the appearance 
of an area through a co¬ 
ordinated block 
approach. 

Now, the council is 
seeking a further 
£2.16m to enable a fur¬ 
ther 120 properties to be

Top-form Time Lords

IN a busy week at Bridgend Chess Club,

However, there was further venom in the 
attack as white’s king looked a lonely figure on 
g 1. With all his military camped on the queen- 
side, and with black’s queen and light-squared 
bishop staring menacingly in his direction from 
b8 and b7 respectively, the threat of mate 
loomed large.

South Wales Police calling 
time on the traffic wardens?

TRAFFIC wardens 
are set to disappear 
from the streets of 
the neighbouring 
Vale by the end of 
next year. 

South Wales Police 
have announced that they 
will no longer enforce 
parking restrictions and 
other traffic orders - in 
order to save money. 

They had intended to 
withdraw from April 1 
next year, but have now 
agreed to postpone that 
until December 31, 2010. 

Councils now have the 
power to enforce double 
yellow lines and other 
restrictions, and could 


appoint their own war¬ 
dens to ‘police’ the bor¬ 
ough. Police have been 
urging councils in South 
Wales to decriminalise 
parking and introduce 
civil parking enforce¬ 
ment. 

A report to the Vale’s 
cabinet has laid out all 
the implications 

involved. Councils have 
to apply to the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
to assume the powers 
necessary. 

All fines imposed 
from parking are retained 
by the council to pay for 


the cost of employing the 
wardens. 

Council officers have 
warned that illegal and 
obstructive parking can 
create a serious road haz¬ 
ard as well as congestion. 

They said that illegally 
parked vehicles can 
interfere with the free 
flow of traffic, stop the 
movement of emergency 
vehicles and buses and 
also affect driver visibili¬ 
ty, screening pedestrians 
and cyclists. 

At the moment, police 
employ two traffic war¬ 
dens in the Vale, but offi¬ 


cers warn that this num¬ 
ber will reduce over the 
next year as wardens 
seek new jobs and they 
are unlikely to be 
replaced. 

They point out that by 
next December, there 
may be very little 
enforcement by police of 
parking restrictions. 

Councils that have 
already introduced civil 
enforcement have had 
mixed results, with some 
eventually covering their 
costs from the fines, but 
others have failed to do 
so and have had to sub¬ 
sidise the scheme from 
other income. 

Authorities throughout 


the South Wales Police 
area are affected and the 
Vale cabinet has agreed 
to co-operate with 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council, 
Rhondda Cynon Taff and 
Merthyr in commission¬ 
ing a study to look at all 
the issues. 

SEWTA (South East 
Wales Transport 

Alliance) will also con¬ 
tribute £10,000 towards 
the cost. Each council 
will pay between £3,000 
and £5,000. 

The cabinet will 
receive a further report 
once this study has been 
completed and will then 
make a decision. 


FIVE-YEAR TRANSPORT PLAN 
FOR BRIDGEND ROA D LINKS 


A SERIES of road 
and rail transport 
improvements 
throughout 
Bridgend county 
borough have been 
included in the 
Regional Transport 
five-year plan. 

Bids for funding from 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government are being 
submitted by SEWTA - 
the South-East Wales 
Transport Alliance. 

The road schemes on 
the list mainly concen¬ 
trate on improvements to 
the A48 from Waterton 
through to Laleston. 


There are plans to 
improve the Ewenny and 
Broadlands roundabouts 
and also to dual the road 
along this stretch. 

Studies of the road 
from Ewenny round¬ 
about to Redhill round¬ 
about have been com¬ 
pleted and the estimated 
cost of the work is £7m. 

A study on the 
Waterton to Ewenny 
stretch is still awaited. 
Roundabout improve¬ 
ments are priced at 
£1.7m 

The scheme also 
includes interchange and 
rail scheme improve¬ 
ments. 


The Bridgend inter¬ 
change, which will be a 
mini bus station on land 
adjoining the railway sta¬ 
tion, is due to be carried 
out in the next financial 
year and will cost £2.8m. 

Improvements to the 
Maesteg rail service to 
introduce half hourly 
trains and build a station 
at Brackla are being car¬ 
ried out by the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
as part of the Wales Rail 
Eorward programme. 

A half-hourly service 
on the Vale line to Barry 
is also being provided. 

The plans include: 

• Bus corridor improve¬ 


ments along the Maesteg 
to Bridgend route via 
Tondu and Aberkenfig. 

# Provision of a park 
and ride at Pencoed rail¬ 
way station and also at 
Sam and Wildmill. 

# Park and share 
schemes are also planned 
for the motorway junc¬ 
tions at Pencoed and 
Sam. 

# Porthcawl bus park 
and ride scheme is being 
planned as part of the 
regeneration scheme. 

Plans are also included 
for improvements to 
walking and cycling 
routes in the borough.

The father of the boy,

with it. 

“Bullying initiatives 
are too woolly and liber¬ 
al.” 

The youngster told 
The GEM: “My prob¬ 
lems started in October 
2005.

I was frequently 
hit, although not to the 
extent of being knocked 
out. 

“Prior to that date I’d 
had problems, but a sen¬ 
ior pastoral carer at the 
school dealt with things 
and gave me good strate¬ 
gies to cope.” 

Things deteriorated 
when that teacher retired, 
and a group of seven 
pupils, with a hardcore 
of five, made his life 
miserable for the next 
four years. 

He said: “The new 
pastoral carer did not 
seem to know what he 
was doing. 

He told me: T’ll speak 
to them and get it sort¬ 
ed’ , but it got worse and 
worse.” 

The family cite the 
‘safe zone’ strategy at the 
school, in which a vic¬ 
timised pupil goes to a 
particular room to escape 
the bullies, as a miscon¬ 
ceived idea. 

The father explained: 
“It means the victim is 
isolated, while the bul¬ 


lies retain their liberty. 

“They were spoken to 
but not disciplined. 

“To deal with this 
problem a teacher has to 
be properly trained, but 
has to have something 
else too - courage, back¬ 
bone and fortitude. 

“The teacher has to be 
prepared to fight the per¬ 
petrators, their parents 
and sometimes even 
their colleagues - but 
this didn’t happen.” 

The father added that 
he attributed the success 
of the first teacher to the 
fact that he was “old 
school, and would not 
put up with any non¬ 
sense”. 

The teenager suffers 
from dyspraxia - in his 
case it manifests itself as 
poor co-ordination s ki lls 
and a lack of spatial 
awareness, which means 
he can stand closer to 
someone than would be 
the accepted social norm. 
The family say the 
school have always been 
aware of the problems he 
faces. 


Last Christmas, the 
teenager had a break¬ 
down and the family say 
their GP said he would 
not return to school 
“until I deem fit”. 

He was off until 
Eebruary, but two days 
after returning the bully¬ 
ing started again. 

The family say the 
pastoral carer even said 
that he “couldn’t guaran¬ 
tee his safety”. 

At the end of 
September, he was 
forced to leave again. 

The teenager said: “I 
was so relieved to know 
that I wouldn’t have to 
be dealing with stupid 
things like that any 
more.” 

His mother said: “He 
has been put under seda¬ 
tion because he has been 
petrified. 

“At least now he does¬ 
n’t wander round the 
house saying ‘don’t hit 
me, don’t hit me’.” 

The family now 
believe there is no solu¬ 
tion to the impasse that 
exists between them and 


the school, and that their 
son will have to stay at 
home permanently. 

The father said: 
“Because he has been 
failed, he will probably 
have to have a home 
tutor. 

“He is not the only 
person to have suffered 
this at the school. We 
know of another case of 
a child with dyspraxia 
who has also had to 
leave.” 

The Vale’s director of 
learning and develop¬ 
ment, Bryan Jeffreys, 
stated: 

“The council is not in 
a position to comment on 
the circumstances of a 
case involving an indi¬ 
vidual pupil. 

“We can confirm, 
however, that the facts of 
this case are a matter of 
dispute. 

“All Vale of 
Glamorgan schools have 
clear and unambiguous 
anti-bullying policies 
and procedures, which 
have been adopted fol¬ 
lowing consultations 
with pupils, ” Mr Jejfreys 
concluded.

Bee experts create a 
‘buzz’ at Friends meeting 


THE first Friends 
of Dyffryn coffee 
morning created a 
real ‘buzz’ with 
members! 

More than 30 
‘Friends’ turned up to 
listen to bee experts 
Harold Williams, who 
manages the bees at 
Fonmon Castle, and 
Barbara Chick, who 
manages the bee hives 
at St Fagan’s, talk about 
reintroducing bee hives 
to Dyffryn Gardens. 

Three hives have 
been installed in the 
gardens and it is hoped 
Dyffryn honey will be 
on sale next year. 

It has been around 80 
years since there were 
bee hives in the historic 
garden and it is hoped 
the project will raise 
awareness of how pre¬ 
cious honey bees are to 
the environment. 

Honey bees are worth 
£200m to Britain’s 
economy. 

It is estimated that 
every third mouthful of 
food we eat is pollinated 
by bees - but they are 
disappearing at an 
alarming rate. 

Friends heard that 
honey bees were under 
threat from varroa, a 
parasitic mite that 
attacks honeybees. It 
came to the UK in the

1980s. Honey bees can’t 
cope with it. It feeds on 
the body of the bee, 
transmitting various 
viruses before the bee 
colony finally collapses. 
Other threats include 
climate change, insecti¬ 
cides and loss of habi¬ 
tat. 

Two of the three 
hives at Dyffryn have 
come from long estab¬ 
lished bee hives at 
Fonmon Castle and in 
Caerphilly. 

The third hive is the 
result of a swarm of 
honey bees that attached 
themselves to a church 
in Cardiff. It was col¬ 
lected and brought to 
Dyffryn by Barbara 
Chick, who will manage 


the Dyffryn apiary. 

To encourage people 
to take up bee keeping, 
Dyffryn Gardens is run¬ 
ning a beginners bee 
keeping course in 
February 2010. 

The course will run 
over four afternoons. 
The dates are: Sunday, 
February 7, Saturday, 
February 20, Sunday, 
February 28 and 
Saturday, March 6. 

The sessions will run 
from lpm-5pm. 

Chairman of the 
Cardiff and Vale 
Beekeepers Association, 
John King, is collecting 
names.

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Downturn leads 
to extra housing 
benefit caseload 


THERE has been a six per 
cent increase in the number 
of people claiming housing 
and council tax benefits in 
Bridgend county borough 
over the past year. 

The benefits section at the 
council paid out more than 
£41m in benefits during 2008-09 
- an increase of £4m over the 
previous year. 

A report to the council’s audit 
committee revealed that this 
reflected economic conditions in 
the area. 

Caseload has also increased 
by six per cent over this period. 

During a check of the depart¬ 
ment by the internal auditors, it 
was found that the section has 


“robust controls” and a “num¬ 
ber of strengths and good prac¬ 
tices were identified”. 

This includes collecting 
money overpaid to claimants 
and promoting the take up of 
benefits by those entitled to 
them. 

However, one issue raised 
during the check was the prac¬ 
tice of staff using white boards 
to record data about on-going 
fraud investigations. 

The boards are fully visible to 
anyone who visits the section 
and there are concerns that this 
could jeopardise on-going cases 
and also infringe data protec¬ 
tion. 


Motorists warned after 
rise in thefts from cars 

POLICE in 


Porthcawl are 
warning motorists 
to be on the alert, 
following a spate of 
thefts from cars in 
the Pyle and 
Cornelly areas. 

Porthcawl neighbour¬ 
hood Inspector Alan 
James said: “In recent 
days, we have dealt with 
a number of cases 
involving the theft from 
motorcars of audio sys¬ 
tems and personal pos¬ 
sessions. 

“While the Christmas 
period is a very busy 
time for everyone, it is 
important for motorists 


not to become compla¬ 
cent and there are com¬ 
mon sense measures that 
can be taken to help to 
reduce the chances of 
becoming a victim of 
crime. 

“Never, even for a 
moment, leave your 
keys in the ignition or 
leave any of the doors 
unlocked. 

“ It takes just a matter 
of seconds for an oppor¬ 
tunist thief to rifle your 
vehicle for valuables or 
drive it away. 

“Do not leave any 
valuables in your car, 
always take them with 
you. If you have a 
removable radio, take 


that away, too.” 

Inspector James also 
reminded drivers that 
the increasing popularity 
of satellite navigation 
systems has provided 
criminals with another 
temptation. 

He continued: 

“Where a ‘sat-nav’ sys¬ 
tem is portable, keep it 
safe by removing it, 
together with the sup¬ 
port cradle and suction 
pads, when you leave 
the car. 

“Always remember to 
wipe away any suction 
pad marks left on the 
widescreen or dash¬ 
board, as thieves will 
look out for these.”

A consolation try by 
the despondent home 
side made the final score 
7-32 points, to a well- 
drilled Porthcawl outfit. 


BRIDGEND TOWN under-12s played 
Aberkenfig and the cliche ‘a game of two 
halves’ could have been written for this 
match. 

Bridgend managed to turn around a half-time 3-1 
deficit to finish the game 6-3 victors, thanks to five 
second-half goals from Matthew Morgan. This was 
their second consecutive win on the road, and takes 
Bridgend up to fifth in the league. 

On a day when some of the Bridgend parents’ 
geography let them down, the team seemed to be 
suffering from the same problem. Starting with no 
substitutes and a re-arranged formation, their open¬ 
ing play let them down badly and they soon found 
themselves 1-0 down to a simple, but well-finished 
goal by Aberkenfig. 

It wasn’t long before the home team doubled the 
scoring with another clean finish, and despite 
Bridgend starting to attack strongly, the difference 
was clearly in the finishing, as the visitors went into 
the half-time break 3-1 down, Liam Howe having 
reduced the deficit. 

It was hoped that the arrival of the rest of 
Bridgend’s squad at half-time would signal a change 
in their fortunes, and indeed the second half 
belonged exclusively to the away team, and in par¬ 
ticular to man-of-the-match Matthew Morgan, who 
notched up an incredible five goals without reply to 
end the game 6-3 winners. 

With an away trip to league leaders Maesteg Park 
next week, Bridgend will be travelling with plenty of 
confidence, and (hopefully) a new Satnav.

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CHILDREN FOUND IN 
PUB LEADS TO HEAVY 
FINE FOR SUPERVISOR 


POLICE officers and 
environmental staff on 
official visits to a well- 
known Bridgend pub 
saw young children on 
the premises - a breach 
of the licence - a court 
has heard. 

Bridgend magistrates heard 
that over the weekend of April 
24 - 26, numerous telephone 
calls were received by envi¬ 
ronmental health officers 
from people complaining 
about the noise at the 


Princess of Wales pub on 
Market Street. 

On May 1, a noise abate¬ 
ment notice was served on the 
premises supervisor, Kevin 
Darks, by an environmental 
health officer. 

During the visit, officers 
from the department noted a 
breach of the licence when 
they saw a child, believed to 
be less than two years of age, 
in the arms of a customer 
while she was dancing in the 
bar. 

On August 13, during 


‘Operation Ringo’, a drugs 
operation in Bridgend town 
centre, the safer Bridgend 
licensing officer, PC Kevin 
Ellis, along with other offi¬ 
cers, attended at the Princess 
of Wales, when Mr Darks was 
again present. 

Police found a five-year- 
old child sitting on a bar stool. 

PC Ellis said: “The cus¬ 
tomer base and reported inci¬ 
dents are such that to have 
anyone at the premises who is 
under the age of 18 years may 
be considered an extremely 


serious breach of the license, 
as this restricted condition 
was specifically put in place 
to promote the protection of 
children from harm.” 

Darks was reported for 
breaching licence conditions, 
and although he did not attend 
court, the matter was proved 
in his absence. 

He was fined £350 for 
each charge of operating 
other than in accordance with 
the licence, and told to pay 
costs of £100, and a £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge.

Council decide to 
take legal action 
over Maesteg 
scrap metal farm 


FURTHER enforcement 
action is to be taken against 
the owner of a Maesteg farm 
where scrap cars, metal and 
debris are being stored. 

In a report prepared by council offi¬ 
cers, Bridgend planners heard that 
enforcement action was taken in 1996 
against the owner of Sychbant Farm. 

He was ordered to stop using the 
land for the storage of vehicles and 
vehicle bodies not associated with 
farm use, and to remove all of these 
items from the land. 

The order also required him to stop 
storing scrap material, building mate¬ 
rials and other discarded items and to 
remove them. 

In 1997, the owner pleaded guilty 
in court to failing to comply with the 
notice and was fined. 

Further complaints were made to 
planners in 2003 and 2006 about the 
accumulation of cars and rubbish and 
the owner was advised to clear them 
from the farm. Officers monitored the 
farm for a few months. 

However, the report to the develop¬ 
ment control committee revealed that 
vehicles and scrap materials are again 
present and are stored on the land, 
near the farm house which is covered 
by the 1996 enforcement notice. 

The report goes on: “The site is 


located in the open countryside within 
a landscape conservation area and the 
Cwm Sychbant Historic Landscape. 

“The land has been monitored on a 
regular basis since the owner took an 
undertaking to remove all the items 
not associated with the agricultural 
use of this land. Officers have met 
with the owner on site several times 
and the owner confirmed that the 
removal of material was on-going. 

“Observations on site confirm that 
while some vehicles/material may 
have been removed, no significant 
progress has been made.” 

The report adds: “The farmhouse 
and associated land is located within 
an attractive valley setting. The land is 
overlooked by residential properties 
which are located on the hillside to the 
north (Maesteg Parc Housing Estate.) 

“There has been an evident lack of 
progress, coupled with an apparent 
lack of commitment by the owner in 
respect of the removal of the materials 
and vehicles. 

“The appearance of the land is hav¬ 
ing an adverse effect on visual ameni¬ 
ty and I consider that further enforce¬ 
ment action should be pursued.” 

It was agreed to apply for an 
injunction under the Town and 
Country Planning Act to secure the 
removal of vehicles and materials 
from the farm. 


Bridgend’s new bridge 
meanders over budget 


THE controversial 
river walkway along 
the river Ogmore in 
Bridgend, which has 
attracted criticism as 
well as praise, has 
come in £220,000 over 
budget - and this 
shortfall will have to 
be met by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) from 
its own funds. 

The corporate 
resources scrutiny com¬ 
mittee heard that 
adverse weather during 
the summer, plus extra 
external fees, were to 
blame for increasing the 
cost of the project in 


Bridgend town centre. 

The project was fund¬ 
ed by the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
and from EU grants. 

Caerau Primary 
School is also running 
at £665,000 over budget 
on a £7m scheme. 

Again, councillors 
were told that adverse 
weather last autumn saw 
the project fall behind 
schedule and come in 
over budget. 

The school is due to 
be completed by 
Christmas. 

The demolition of 
Blaencaerau Junior 
School, which has 
already been approved. 


is expected to cost a fur¬ 
ther £200,000. 

The new school will 
cater for pupils from 
Blaencaerau, 

Blaenllynfi Infants and 
Caerau Nursery. 

The nursery school 
has already been demol¬ 
ished as the children 
were transferred to 
Blaenllynfi. 

A decision about 
demolishing Blaenllfynfi 
has been deferred to 
give a local community 
group a chance to see if 
taking over the school 
for community use 
would be viable.

“Two males aged 24 and 21 from the 
Maesteg area are currently in eustody 
being questioned by deteetives. 

“Another male is outstanding and is 
actively being sought by offieers. 

“I’m appealing to anyone who wit¬ 
nessed the assault, or has information 
that may assist us, to contact us at 
Bridgend CID.”

500 food warnings are issued

MORE than 500 written 
warnings were issued to 
food premises by environ¬ 
mental health offices in 
Bridgend in the past year. 

This information was given to 
Conn David Unwin, who lodged a 
question at the full council meet¬ 
ing, which was answered by Conn 
David Sage, deputy council 
leader. 

The meeting heard that there 
are 1,209 food premises in the

The council is taking on an 
additional three staff to cope with 
the extra demands placed on the 
service as a result of the e-coli 
outbreak. 

The council will also be send¬ 
ing more than one officer at a 
time to inspect high risk premises 
to ensure that officers are not mis¬ 
led by food operators. 

Officers will also have to 


ensure that inspection history 
notes are detailed and up to date, 
including any discussions that 
take place with employees at 
these premises. 

Conn Unwin was told that 554 
written warnings were issued in 
2008-09, plus 55 Hygiene 
Improvement notices and three 
Hygiene Emergency prohibition 
notices.

Kelly’s Box is a beguiling 
and intriguing proposition 


F or a man 
who had the 
cinematic 
world at his feet, 
Richard Kelly has 
certainly slipped off 
the radar in recent 
years. 

Having blasted onto 
the public conscious 
with twisted time travel 
film Donnie Darko, 

Kelly allowed the iron to 
cool considerably, fol¬ 
lowing Darko up five 
years later with 
Southland Tales, a 
future-based epic that 
forgot to include a deci¬ 
pherable plot in its mix, 
and met with a consider¬ 
ably lower fanfare than 
that of its progenitor. 

Kelly’s latest sees him 
adapt Richard 
Matheson’s short story, 
‘Button, Button’, itself 
the inspiration for a 
Twilight Zone episode, 
with The Box. James 
Marsden and Cameron 
Diaz are Arthur and 
Norma Lewis, a subur¬ 
ban couple struggling to 
make ends meet. 

When a mysterious 
stranger (Frank 
Langella) arrives on 
their doorstep one day, 
he offers them a way out 
- a box with a red but¬ 
ton, and should either of 
them press the button 
they will be bequeathed 
$1 million. 


The downside, how¬ 
ever, is that someone, 
somewhere, will die as a 
result, and with only 24 
hours for the couple to 
decide, they must face 
up to this huge moral 
dilemma, little realising 
the magnitude of the 
decision they are to 
make... 

The Box is a film with 
an intriguing and highly 
interesting premise - 
were a stranger to offer 
you the same deal being 
offered to the Lewis’, 
would you take it? 

Given the somewhat 
prescient nature of the 
film during a period of 
recession, it is a propos¬ 
al that some may be 
inclined to accept, and 
forms the basis of a film 
that is never less than 
absorbing. 

It is certainly a pecu¬ 
liar film, taking a moral 
conundrum and running 
with it to the furthest 
reaches of imagination, 
yet it is to Richard 
Kelly’s credit that he 
keeps the film motoring 
along nicely. 

Kelly wrote and 
directed here, and both 
the script and his direc¬ 
tion wear their influ¬ 
ences on their sleeve 
without being too slavish 
in their devotion. 

There is more than a 
faint nod and wink to the 
likes of The Twilight 
Zone (unsurprising given 


the story’s origins) and 
The Shining, but Kelly 
uses these cleverly, the 
1970s setting of the film 
lending itself an ambi¬ 
ence that these influ¬ 
ences accentuate. 

His direction is very 
much steeped in the 
1970s thriller, using 
plenty of static shots and 
clever framings to draw 
maximum impact. 

He cleverly uses the 
film’s 12A rating to 
make the scares that per¬ 
vade the film more psy¬ 
chological than visceral. 

It is here that the sim¬ 
ilarities to The Shining 
are most apparent, 
Kelly’s cold detachment 
reminiscent of some of 
Kubrick’s more subdued 
scares (just watch out for 
the scarily blank faces of 
certain characters) which 
helps to create a mood 
of both mystery and 
underlying fear in what 
may happen next. 

His script also does a 
good job of laying the 
mystery on while slowly 
drip feeding the audi¬ 
ence information. 

It is a neat trick that 
keeps you captivated 
throughout and takes the 
film away from the set¬ 
up and into another 
realm entirely, a move 
that will either leave you 
feeling satisfied as the 
story unfolds or leaves 
you thinking ‘what on 
earth’.

Personally, it is a shift 
that works within 
Kelly’s framework, tak¬ 
ing the story into an 
unexpected area that 
feels very much akin, 
tonally, to the works that 
Kelly is both influenced 
by and pays lip service 
to. 

He draws strong per¬ 
formances from both 
Cameron Diaz and 
James Marsden as the 
couple whose world is 
turned upside down by 
the offer they receive. 

While the former’s 
accent doesn’t quite 
work out, her perform¬ 
ance is strong, capturing 
beautifully the gamut of 
emotions that the charac¬ 
ter is being put through, 
while Marsden offers up 
another good turn as the 
husband who is some¬ 
what perfunctory to the 
main narrative thrust, 
but is given purpose by 
the actor’s solid per¬ 
formance. 

However, the 
strongest turn on show is 
Frank Langella’s 
stranger, offering the 
world without the vic¬ 
tims ever really knowing 
the tme cost of his deal. 
He is stoic and emotion¬ 
less, perfectly keeping 
things hidden until Kelly 
decides it’s time to 
reveal elements of his 
character. 

Langella’s turn, 
accentuated by some 
clever effects, is made 
even scarier by the char¬ 
acter’s otherworldliness, 
unaffected by the pleas 
of the characters whose 
life he has turned into a 
living hell. 

The film’s biggest 
flaw is, to my mind, also

its biggest strength, with 
its overarching air of 
puzzlement and ques¬ 
tions either a clever way 
to build up suspense or a 
frustrating way to pay 
off such a clever concept 
- the latter camp may 
feel that the film is ulti¬ 
mately a case of ‘great 
set-up, poor execution; 
but if you are in the first 
camp then The Box is 
perplexing yet thorough¬ 
ly beguiling film that 
will both entertain and 
intrigue. 

VERDICT-A return 
to form for Richard 
Kelly, The Box is a film 
that may well divide 
filmgoers, but if you 
found yourself enjoying 
Donnie Darko, then 
you’ll be on sure footing 
here. 

Raising interesting 
moral questions while 
reflecting them through 
a Twilight Zone prism, it 
is somewhat of a love-it- 
or-hate-it experience, but 
one that is well worth 
watching. 

Enjoyable.

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LOCAL RUNNERS’ HOPES DASHED IN 
INTER-SCHOOLS CHAMPIONSHIPS 


THE Welsh Schools’ Inter-Schools cross¬ 
country championships have been a 
happy hunting ground for the Vale schools 
in recent years, but the run of success 
came to an end at the 33rd staging, held at 
Penlan in Brecon. 

In the week leading up to the event, the combina¬ 
tion of wet weather and high winds made it touch 
and go whether the fixture would be staged. On the 
Thursday night before the event, meeting organiser 
Derek Osborne made the decision that the fixture 
would be held, but that did not prevent rain, rain and 
more rain falling on the day, making the course very 
heavy in places. 

For the last nine years, Cowbridge School has 
won at least one of the six team titles at this fixture 
but this year, much to the disappointment of Miss 
Laura Hale and Mr Gian Williams, members of the 
school’s hard-working PE department, that unique 
record came to an end. 

At the South Wales Regional Schools champi¬ 
onships, held before half term, Cowbridge pupils 
had claimed the individual and team titles in the 
under-14 girls race section while the Llantwit squad 
were winners at under-16 girls. Both schools had 
high hopes of further success at Brecon, but it was 
not to be. 

In the opening race, Annabel Curie, the South 
Wales regional schools’ champion, struggled to 
make an impact in the under-14 race for girls in 
years-7 and 8, and had to settle for 16th, well down 
on Stanwell’s Kate Coker, who was top Vale per¬ 
former in seventh. With Jordan Carpenter the nor¬ 
mal Cowbridge second runner home not competing, 
the Vale school had to settle for fourth behind a super 
showing from Pembrokeshire’s Sir Thomas Picton. 

Dafydd George was the highest placed runner in 
the under-14 boys’ race. The Bro Morgannwg year-8 
finished sixth, while Tom Owen was the top placed 
Cowbridge athlete, taking 23rd place and leading the 
team home to sixth. 

For the last two years, Llantwit have won the 
under-14 girls’ team title at this event, and hopes 
were high for a win at under-16 this time, but to win 
you have to have four scoring runners. Megan 
Osborne (8th), Anthea Young (12th) and Lucy 
Tarrant (23rd) ran well. Had there been a fourth 
scorer, she could have finished last, and Llantwit 
would still have beaten the 106 point total of the 
winners, Caereinion High from Powys. 

There were very encouraging individual perform¬ 
ances from three year-10 Vale boys in the under-16 
race. Last year, no-one would have dreamed that 
Matthew Edwards and Callam Barrie of Barry 
Comprehensive would make an impact at the front 
end of this field but it is a mark of their improvement 
that Matthew just missed an individual medal, fin¬ 
ishing fourth, with Callam, as he had indicated 
before the race, taking 10th spot. 

Rory Heslop (Bro Morgannwg), who was ill 
before half term, and missed the South Wales event, 
eased back into competition with a 13th placing. 

Only one Vale athlete competed in the senior 
girls’ race, an event dominated by Ffion Price of 
Llandrindod High. St Cyres year-11 Bethan Daw, so 
impressive in finishing third in the South Wales 
regional schools, found the conditions very tough 
and had to settle for 16th. _

People can 
visit and reserve a dog, but 
will not be able to take it home 
until the New Year. 

Beverley Price, Dogs Trust 
Bridgend Manager stated: “As 
well as taking in abandoned 
dogs over the Christmas peri¬ 
od, staff will continue their 
usual busy job of looking after 
the 70 dogs (approximately) in 
their care. While other people 
are preparing the turkey, staff 
at the centre will be cleaning 
kennels and walking dogs. 

“At lunchtime they give 


dogs Santa sacks filled with 
toys and treats sent in from 
dog lovers all over the country. 
Some staff will also hand feed 
pups throughout the night over 
the holiday period.
